This method should be adopted under
the new revenue law, The need of averag-
ing is obviously greatest as to individual
profits. It I8 held to be lmproper to reduce
the amount of undivided profits by accrued
interest or by profits to be divided,

WHAT NORTH CAROLINA SHOWS,

Proactical Reanlt of Faperimentnl
Farming nnd Plant Feeding,
One of the mont interesting exhiblts at
the expoxition Is that of the North Carolina
State Hortloultural soclety. This exhiblt In
situated In the Agricultural bullding. 1t
seoms that under the ausplogs of the North
Carolina State Hortlcultural soclety, ncting

in co-operation with the siate experimont
statlon, an “experimental farm™ wnx estab-
Hshed about three years ago at Southern

Pines, N. . The managera of the farm
are constantly engaged in sclentifically ex-
perimenting to find out what kinds and
amounts of fertilizing materials will produce
tha largest crops at the least expenge,

The three prinecipal elements of plant
food, that s, potash, phosphate and nitro-
gen, are mixed In varying amounis or pro-
prortions, the object belng to find, by com-
paring the growth and sields of the plants
experimented upon, just how much of each
partieular ingredient should ba wused in
ordor to get the beat results from the differ-
ent crops. The farm |8 divided into “'ex-
perimental plots,”" each being one-tenth of
an acre in slze, and twonty experiments
with ench erop are made with different
comblnations of potash, acld phosphate and
nitrogen, Some of the results obtaiped at
the farm are shown in the Omaha exhibit,
In the exhibit the pictures which one sces
hung around the room are designed to (Hus-
trate at a glance the value of the right
kind of plant food when applied to farm
crop.

Several of the pletures \llustrate experi-
ments with tobacco at the experimental
furm. Onoe pleture shows the yleld on plot
No. 13, which was not fertilized. The yleld
was just 220 pounds. Another shows the
yield on plot No. 14, which was moderately
fertilized; the wyield was 1,140  pounds.
Then agaln there i3 a pleture showing the
vield from plot No. 18. Here the crop was
fertilized nt the rate of 30 pounds of mu-
riate of potash, 700 pounds of acid phosphate
and 500 pounds of nitrate of soda per acre.
The yield was 1,620 pounds of tobacco,
Large amounts of fertilizer were used on
plot 20, but the yleld was abott the same
as on plot 19, thus showing that excessive
fertilization does not pay.

Thig series of pletures of the various ex-
perimenta brings out the important fact
that the difference between no fertilizer and
proper fertilization Is about 1,400 pounds
in the case of tobacco, Practically as great
differences can be shown with other crops,
In other words, the proper application of
the three principal elements, namely, pot-
ash, phosphoric acid and nitrogen, Is indis-
pesable  in profitable farming and the
most suceessful farmers are those who
know how to fertlllze so as to ralse the
best and largest crops.

The band of the Seventh reglment of
Mexican artillery has arrived for a six
weeks' stay at the exposition, The organi-
adtlon reached the clty vesterday forenoon,
forty-two men €trong and was escorted to
the exposltion grounds. Passes wers sup-
plied and then the men went out to hunt
boarding places.

The band ig8 In charge of M., Venta, with
Ricardo Pacheco as leader, and is recognized
as the crack musical organization of the
republic, All of the members are enlisted
men and make musie and musical matters a
business. They left the City of Mexico last
Bunday night and were on the road con-
dgtantly until thelr arrival In Omaha. Not-
withstanding this fact and their fatigued
condition, Immedjately after going to thelr
rooms and washing up and eating, they
werp called out for three hours of practice.
Practice, Lender Pacheco says, 18 what
makes the Mexican army bands perfect, No
matter how much work band men may have
performed and no matter what may be the
cccasion or the condition of the weather,
they are required to practice three hours
¢nch day, the year round.

Yesterday the band practiced In an old
barn on the south slde of the exposition
grounds and after a few notes had heen
played, a erowd gathered about the doors.
After the practice hac peen finished, it was
the universal opinlon that it is the bhest
banid that has vislted the elty sioce the
opening of the exposition. All of the se-
lections played yesterday afternoon were
by Anterican authors and wore freguently
applauded,

Muglcal Director Kelly, who listened to
the music, sald: 1 conslder it as fing as
I have ever heard. 1 will not except even
Bouen. The exposition has made a great hit
in geeuring thia band for the six weeks' run
and its belng here ought to draw a great
erowd dally. 1 heard the Mexican band in
Chicago during the World's fair and con-
glder this organization far superior to the
one that was there" '

The members of the band were ¢lad In the
regulation fatigue uniform, consisting of a
heavy leather artillery cap, black blouse
with yellow chevrons on the sleeves and
black trousers with red stripes down the
outer seams, The dress uniform which will
be worn at concertg lg much more gshowy.

WHAT MEXICO HAK T SHOW U,
Sinter Hepublic on the Sonth Pats
Ontn Very Nice Diaplny,

The insiallation of the Meéxican exhibit
In the Internntional Kall has just been coms
pleted and the display alds a very Inters
esting feature to the attractlons of the
bullding. While the Industries of the couns
try are not so fully ropresented as wWas
contemplated when the matter wae first
taken up with the Mexidan government,
the exhibit fills a large space, occupying one
entire corner of the bullding and affords a
variety of interesting Information In regard
to the conditlons that exizt in the territory
of our eouthern nelghbor., It ls In charge
of Albine R. Nunclo, whn has represented
the Mexican government at previous expo-
sltlons and who Is thoroughly familar with
the resources and prospects of the country,
A large proportlon of the exhiblt is te-
voted to a partial displny of the agricul-
tural resources of Mexleo, which arp rap-
Idly growing In Importance. Ten varleties
of coffee are exhiblted, us well as samples
of the caffee bean In its varlous stages of
preparation for the market. There are jars
of wheat, showing the difference hetween
the product of the warmer zone and that
of the north, and numerous samples of
corn, rice and other sanmples. There is an
espocially extensive showing of beans which
inelide twenty wvarigties In additlon to the

castor bean, from which castor oil I8
pressed.
The growth of the cotton industry in

Mexico Is alzo miade a prominent feature,
Five years ago the product was belng lm-
ported, but now {t is being exported in
large quantities every year. The climate
is such that two ctrops can be raised every
year and It is becoming one of the most
lverative products for the farmer. The to-
bacco industry is represented by an extan-
sive display of clgars and cigarcttes of va-
rlous grades in addition to samples of Lhe
feaf. ‘The tobncco is decidedly darker than
the American product and jis rich but some-
what rank flavor is familiar to most smo-
kers,

IFeminine visitors to the building are at-
tracted by the display of silk and of drawn
work and embroidery., A quantity of very
pretly silk shawls and ribbons are exhib-
fted and the drawn work contributed by
the Mexican women lIncludes a number of
very original designz that are worked out
with wonderful patience.

Severnl of the cases are accupled by a
collection of mineral specimens furnished
by the Geological institute at Mexico, These
include a variety of formations of gold, sil-
ver, lead, copper and zine, many of which
represent very wvaluable deposits. The dls-
play of Mexican onyx 18 particularly beau-
tiful, It includes varjous grades and colors
from the pure white to variegated patterns,
all of which take a high polizh and com-
pare favorably with the fingst specimens
that are exhiblted elsewhere on the grounds,

A large collection of statues and still life
groups modeled in cloth represent the dec-
orative genius of the Mexlean Indians and
these are pretty enough to he classed as
works of art. A huge saddle with spurs,
rinia and other accessorles is a remarka-
bly handsome specimen of embossed work
on leather and is valued at several hundred
dollars. There Iz also a large display of
carpets manufactured from jute and a col-
lection of publie and private records Illus-
trate the methods of keeplng these records
that prevall.
